Vote Planned 
In Mill Valley 


Assessment District 
For Warner Canyon 
Dropped By Council 


Mill Valley residents may be 
called upon within the next nine 
months to vote bonds for-build­ 
ing a new sanitary system to 
serve the Warner canyon district. 


The city council last night 
agreed informally to the plan 
and also 'pondered the possibility 
of 'constructing major lateral sew­ 
er lines to serve heavily populated 
hillside areas not now served by the 
city sanitary system. 
In deciding on the bond Issue, the 
council abandoned—for the time be­ 
ing, at least—its proposal to set up 
a large assessment district encom­ 
passing the entire Warner canyon 
and municipal golf course water­ 
shed. 
AID FOR SYCAMORE 
And the council 
also 
decided, 
again informally, that it will con­ 
tribute financially to reconstruction 
of the Sycamore Village lateral line 
—although no amount was decided 
upon. 
Amount of the city wide bond issue 
will range from $30,000 to $50,000 for 
the Warner canyon project. 
Act­ 
ing City Manager A. E. Almcrants 
was instructed to check on what 
other areas in the city have the 
greatest need for lateral sanitary 
lines. 
Information 
arising 
from 
this survey may boost the amount 
of the issue, councilmen noted. 
Originally, the Warner canyon 
project involved building a new 12- 
inch line from Thalia avenue to 
the intersection of Locust and Syca­ 
more avenues, supplementing the 
present six-inch line along Catalpa, 
Fern and Walnut avenues. 
The 
new plan may involve extending the 
present terminus of the sewer line 
farther into the canyon to serve 
more homes. 
NOT ‘LOCAL* PROBLEM 
Councilmen likened the project to 
the Throckmorton avenue sanitary 
line, constructed as part of the 
$485,000 city sanitary bond issue at 
the end -of World War II. Mayor 
Harrison M. Leppo pointed out that 
major city development since the 
war has been in the Warner canyon 
area, and that construction of lines 
is a major city job and not a 
"localized” one. 
However, they contended that the 
Sycamore Village project is primar­ 
ily a "local” one—but agreed that 
the city should give 
some 
help. 
Councilman 
Gordon Strawbridge, 
siding with property owners, wanted 
a 25 per cent cost commitment from, 
the council. 
•LET PEOPLE KNOW* 
However, the council took no def­ 
inite action. 
All members nodded 
in agreement when he said the 
council sholuld “let the people know 
we’re all in favor of some assist­ 
ance” 
On the Sycamore Village project, 
the council adoted a resolution tak­ 
ing the first step toward an assess­ 
ment district encompassing 39 lots 
fronting on Plymouth avenue from 
Vallejo circle to Surrey, including 
the circle on Plymouth; eight on 
Surrey avenue; 29 on Oxford ave­ 
nue; and five on Plymouth avenue. 
Total is 81 lots. 
The council asked the county 
health department to certify that 
construction is required because of 
an existing health hazard. Estimat­ 
ed cost 'is $15,000'.

Marin county planning commis­ 
sioners last night gave the green 
light to construction of the first 
unit at the $4,000,000 Greenbrae 
shopping center. 
The p l a n n e r s specifically ap­ 
proved construction of a super ser­ 
vice station by Standard Stations, 
Inc. The station will be erected on 
the south side of Sir Francis Drake 
boulevard some 1,700' feet west of 
Highway 101 and the Greenbrae in­ 
tersection, on a site leased from 
Schultz Co. 
Discussion at last night’s meeting 
revealed that the county’s master 
highway plan, now in the process off 
preparation, will call for a 100-foot 
highway width along Sir Francis 
Drake.

BAN SUPPLY TARGET 
The communist delegation leaves 
Pyongyang, the Red Korean capital, 
at 5 a.m.

Texas Nighthawk Has 
Own Cooling System 


LOS ANGELES (U.R)—The Texas 
nighthawk has a built-in cooling 
system in its mouth so the species 
can sit on nests in 100-degree tem­ 
peratures, scientists have discovered. 


Zoologists at the University of 
California at Los Angeles report 
that the nighthawk’s natural refrig­ 
erator works like this: 


When temperatures rise, the bird 
opens its mouth; 
unique throat 
muscles fan air over large veins; 
moisture from oral surfaces is evap­ 
orated, cooling the hawk’s blood 
supply. 


Dr. Raymond B. Cowles said n a­ 
ture apparently worked out this 
system 
because 
the 
night-flying 
bird, which has no sweat glands, 
must sit on eggs under a broiling 
sun. They cover their nests during* 
days, he explained, to keep eggs 
from being parboiled, not to keep 
them warm.

U. S. Determined 


To Get Japanese 


Treaty Signed 


WASHINGTON (JP) — The pro­ 
posed text of a Japanese peace 
treaty reached the final T-crossing 
stage today in the wake of reports 
th at the U. S. is determined to see 
it signed this summer. 
The State Department began dis­ 
tributing a revised draft to 15 other 
nations which fought Japan in the 
Pacific war. All but one—the Soviet 
Union—have 
indicated 
they 
are 
ready to accept it. Only minor 
changes in wording are expected. 
If. as is expected, Russia refuses 
to sign, the announced plan of the 
other nations is to go ahead without 
delay. 
Informed officials here said yes­ 
terday that the United States is de­ 
termined to get a final settlement 
this summer regardless of the out­ 
come of cease-fire talks in Korea. 
However, -the 
Japanese 
treaty 
won’t go into effect until ratified, 
and the U. S. ratification may be 
delayed until after the next session 
of Congress opens in January. 
Two separate pacts, expected to 
be signed a t the same time, are 
about ready. 
One is a bilateral 
treaty with Tokyo authorizing the 
United States to retain troops in 
and near Japan. 
The other is a 
three-power security arrangement 
among the U.S., Australia and New 
Zealand. 
This was designed with a view to 
the possibility that it might be 
broadened some day into a Pacific 
counterpart of the North Atlantic 
treaty of mutual defense.

Hanging to a floating log, barely 
conscious, was a youth clad in 
dungarees, who begged to be taken 
aboard the Cedar Creek. Crewman 
wasted no time in dragging him j 
aboard* for the boy had been stabbed 
three times and his blood might j 
have drawn hungry sharks to the 
spot.After three days in sick bay, the 
seaborne hitchhiker recovered suf­ 
ficiently to talk, giving his name as 
Giovanni Batista of Rome. 
Batista said he was a private in 
the Italian army and that he, had 
deserted with a friend and stowed 
away on a French merchant marine 
vessel. After they were discovered, 
Batista narrated, they became in­ 
volved in a fight with the crew and 
were thrown overboard. 
The rescued Italian said the last 
he saw of his friend was just be­

We wish you could have seen the death 
car they towed into Castro's garage early last 
Sunday morning. 
The motor had spun loose like a cap off a 
toothpaste tube, and had been put into the 
rear storage space. The two front wheels had 
been pushed back into a position right under 
the driver’s seat. The hood had simply col­ 
lapsed and was hanging down by one hinge. 
The steering wheel had come through the 
windshield, and the steering post was im­ 
bedded in the cowling. The latter was buckled 
in the middle and the top of the car was 
peaked like a man's hat ín front. The door on 
the driver's side was liberally splashed with 
blood, andjnside, the rear spare tire had 
come through onto the back seat. 
Back and front s e a t s were lock-jawed. 
There was a faint smell of perfume inside, 
and of cigarette smoke. A box camera, turned 
to "6” on the film role, was on the floor in 
front of the back seat. 
There were seven people in this mass of 
twisted steel and shattered glass and debris 
when it happened. All seven probably felt 
content and worry-free as you and 1 usually do 
when we start out on a Sunday drive. What 
happened? None of the seven would have 
exactly the same story even if all seven were 
able to tell their stories. What were their 
thoughts? Even they would be in the limbo 
of forgotten things a second after that sicken­ 
ing spin and crash into the bridge. But you 
can bet they weren’t worrying about an acci­ 
dent. 


To look at such a wreck is sort of a shock 
treatment that builds as one looks and specu­ 
lates, particularly if one has the courage to 
mentally place himself in the car when the 
crash occured. 


Some people have been spared the sight of 
blood and gore of an accident. A great many 
would not have the courage to look if they 
had the opportunity.' Weak stomachs. But 
there is nobody who is quite so skittish as to 
shy away from a horribly mangled automobile. 


Such a wreck, placed in the public- square 
just before holidays or long week ends would 
be the best possible advertisement for safe 
driving. And perhaps a sign placed on such 
a wreck might help, too. 


'‘This driver thought accidents happened 
only to other people.” 


And then a word or two about the number 
killed and maimed should go on the sign. 


We don’t know of any other way to jar 
people out of their casual acceptance of high­ 
way killings. Soldiers in the business of killing 
are constantly warned to be cautious; not to 
take fool chances. 
But how are we going to ask drivers not 
to take fool chances? 
The blood-stained wreck of a car might do 
some eloquent pleading. This device has been 
used before, but it has not been used enough. 
If you had seen that wreck which spun 
seven care free soldiers and wafs into a bridge, 
we wager you’d be careful-at least as long 
as its image lingered in your

Dominican Priest Tells Formula 


For Solving Problems Of World 


By JOSEPH ALSOP 


BELGRADE — It is somehow 
characteristic of our dreary era, 
that the worst danger should begin 
to threaten this country just when 
a better day has come for the 
Yugoslav people. Even the tran­ 
sient visitor can see the signs of 
recent change here—in the peas­ 
ants sturdily trudging to market 
with their produce, no longer fur­ 
tively fearful of the police; in the 
townspeople happily parading the 
leafy streets, the young men and 
girls flirting, the old people volubly 
gossiping; in the sudden lightening 
of the once heavy and oppressive 
. atmosphere. 
The danger to Yugoslavia, the 
massive satellite rearmament, has 
already been examined in this 
space. Since peace nowadays is. 
unitary, the threat of a new ag­ 
gression here is, in the last analy­ 
sis, a threat to the whole free 
world. But although this single 
fact should be enough to decide 
American 
policy, 
the 
Internal 
change that is going on here ought 
certainly to be weighed in the bal­ 
ance as well. 


THE ORIGINS OF this change 
can be rather briefly summarized. 
The remarkable group of men who 
lead this country, having dared to 
commit the original heresy of defy­ 
ing Moscow, were tempted on­ 
wards to a thorough re-examina­ 
tion of all the tenets of their Com­ 
munist faith. In this they were 
encouraged by their sense of unity 
with their own people, bom of bit­ 
ter years together in the forests 
and mountains, which provided an 
experience in all ways different 
from the icy, seven-walled isolation 
of the Kremlin. 
At first the old indoctrination 
repressed these impulses. But the 
threat of Soviet aggression was a 
practical spur, making it vital for 
the Yugoslav leaders to command 
a better sort of loyalty from their 
people than the dumb acquiescence 
achieved by a ruthless police. Thus 
eighteen months ago Marshal Tito. 
Edvard Kardelj, the subtle Moshe 
Pijade, Milovan Djilas, Vladimir 
Dedijer. even the dread police 
chief, Rankovic, began to take a 
newf look at their own faith and 
words aqd deeds. 


WHAT THEY LOOKED AT so 
critically was their previous Slav­ 
ish tendency to imitate Soviet 
methods of industrialization, land 
use and general planning. Not all 
they saw displeased them. Certain­ 
ly they are not sorry that they 
shattered the pattern of the old 
Yugoslavia in the first brutal years 
after the war; nor do they regret 
the forced industrialization, which 
may have been wasteful, but also 
made the country able to bear its 
present disproportionate defense 
burden. What they found wrong 
may be judged by the changes they 
have lately instituted. 
As a first step, the swollen power 
of Belgrade, the planning center, 


where every decision on every sub­ 
ject formerly had to be taken, was 
decentralized to the provinces, the 
municipalities and the individual 
national enterprises. Then for the 
peasants, forced land collectiviza­ 
tion was halted, and sales on the 
free market of all produce except 
bread gains were authorized. For 
the workers, a share in the man­ 
agement of their factories, through 
workers’ councils, was granted. And 
for the whole country, the heavy 
hand of the State was lightened. 


THUS THE JUDICIAL proce­ 
dure has been reformed, to intro­ 
duce a larger tincture of West ern- 
style justice. The lower- .ranks of 
the Communist hierarchy, where 
petty tyranny luxuriantly flourish­ 
ed, have been and are still being 
sharply disciplined- 
The political 
police, the grim UDBA, have been 
rebuked and restrained by no less 
a person than Rankovic himself. 


For these reasons hardened ob­ 
servers. who feared last year that 
the Yugoslav masses might wel­ 
come an invader in the manner of 
the Russian peasants in 1041, now 
assert that these people will greet 
the enemy in their customary tig­ 
rish fashion. If this is so. the 
Yugoslav leaders have already at­ 
tained one of their main aims. Yet 
they are far from satisfied. 


THEY HAVE NOTHING less in 
mind, in fact, than to transir;m 
their totalitarianism, into a. rela­ 
tively free society — to combine 
their extreme and all-embracing 
socialism with popular democracy. 
It is a little hard to see how they 
are to achieve serious elections, a 
working, authoritative parliament, 
limitation 
of 
their 
Communist 
party to a purely educative role, 
and reduction of the political po­ 
lice from the sole weapon of state 
power to1 a simple instrument of 
national security. These are tasks 
foreign to their Communist train­ 
ing: and the inevitable early diffi­ 
culties and disappointments are all 
too likely to make the Yugoslav 
leaders revert to the old ways. Yet 
when 
they talked 
about these 
things—even when they talked of 
the eventual emergence of a politi­ 
cal opposition—they seemed fer­ 
vently sincere to this reporter. 


Perhaps one tends to be too 
hopeful about Yugoslavia, since It 
is downright stirring nowadays to 
find any spot on the face of the 
globe where courage has no rarity 
value and the situation is improv­ 
ing. Yet with intelligent American 
aid, it is hard to believe that this 
curious experiment here may not 
succeed. Ironically, if it does suc­ 
ceed the Yugoslavs will not merely 
grow valuable as allies; they will 
also set up a beacon for all the 
satellites, and for all the Western. 
Europe left, they will offer a way 
out from the dead end of drilled, 
dead Stalinism. And so they will 
increase—indeed they are increas­ 
ing—the danger to themselves.

WASHINGTON (/Pi-H ere are 
some of the main points to keep 
in mind as the talk about peace 
in Korea gets more complicated. 
In November, 1943, President 
Roosevelt 
and 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill met in 
Chairo with 
Chiang Kai-shek when the gen­ 
eralissimo still was big boss in 
China. 
They agreed, when Japan was 
whipped, Formosa should be given 
back to China. The Japant. 
had 
taken it from her in the war with 
China in 1895. Later the Chinese 
Communists won control of China. 
Chiang and the remnants of his 
troops fled to Formosa. The Chi­ 
nese Reds wanted the island. They 
claimed to be the only rightful 
government of China and there­ 
fore said they were entitled to it. 


THIS COUNTRY HASN’T recog­ 
nized their government. And, when 
they got into the Korean fighting, 
we threw a fleet around Formosa 
to keep the Communists from get­ 
ting it. 
And, although the Chinese Reds 
demanded a seat in the United Na­ 
tions, on the same grounds that 
they were the rightful government 
of China, we opposed them there 
most vigorously after they got into 
Korea. 
But in January, 1951, when the 
Chinese Communists were still 
winning In Korea, a plan was ap­ 
proved in the U.N. for ending the 
fighting. This plan, supported by 
the United States, proposed : 
‘ 1. A cease-fire in Korea, with 
assurances It wouldn’t be used as 
a screen for a new Chinese attack. 
2. Once 
the 
cease-fire 
was 
agreed upon, it should be followed 
by talks on further steps for re­ 
storing peace in Korea. 
3. Bit by bit—in phases, the dip­ 
lomats say — all foreign troops 
should be pulled out of Korea and, 
under U.N. supervision, the Korean 
people could vote on the kind of 
government they wanted. 
4. Meanwhile, after the cease­ 
fire was arranged, the U.N. would 
begin work to consider a number 
of problems, including Formosa 
and Red China’s representation in 
the U.N. 


THE CHINESE COMMUNISTS 
rejected this, and offered their 
own plan.

On June 2, w hen we were making 
progress, Secretary of State Ache- 
son said the U.S. might 'agree to a 
“cease-fire” on. the 38th. parallel 
but would not agree—as part of 
the peace terms — to discuss the 
fate of Formosa or admit the Chi­ 
nese Reds to the U.N. when the 
shooting is 'Over, he said, those 
questions could be discussed. He 
proposed these four steps: 
1. A cease-fire. (The two sides 
simply agree to stop shooting at a 
certain time and that’s all. Nobody 
makes any promises about any­ 
thing.) 


2. THEN AN ARMISTICE. (This 
means the no-shooting agreement 
continues while arrangements are 
made for discussing the Korean 
problems.) 
3. Settlement 
of 
the 
Korean 
questions. This, of course, would 
involve discussions between the 
U.N. on one side and the Chinese 
Communists and North Koreans 
on the other. 
4. A bit-by-bit or phased with­ 
drawal of all non-Koreans. 
On June 24 in New York, Jacob 
A,. Malik, .Soviet representative in 
the U.N., suggested there could be 
peace in Korea. As a first step, he 
said, there should be a cease-fire 
and then an armistice. (Note that 
he didn’t suggest that the Chinese 
Communists had demanded as a 
first step last January: Negotia­ 
tions before there was a cease­ 
fire.) 
Later in Moscow the Russians 
explained they thought the cease­ 
fire could be arranged by the mili­ 
tary commanders on both sides in 
the field in Korea and that other 
details could be worked out later. 
That's where the situation stands 
now. Chinese Communists accept­ 
ance of the plan suggested by 
Acheson on June 2 retreats a long 
way from the stand they took last 
January.

STRIPED BASS 


State Probes 


Into Life Of 


S. F. Bay Fish 


By JIM THOMAS 
Associated Press Staff Writer 


The private life of the striped 
bass, which supplies year around 
recreation for more than 250.000 
Californians and some 2.000 000 fish 
a year, has become a major problem. 
To keep this source of recreation 
alive. Fish and Game Division Biolo­ 
gists must beat, three serious prob-y- 
lems. They are. in order of import­ 
ance: (I) fishing pressure from, the 
constantly/ increasing millions liv­ 
ing in north central Calif1omia, (2) 
diversion of water for irrigation 
from the spawning grounds in the 
San Joaquin river delta area, and, 
(3) polution of the rivers and bays 
In which the stripers live. 
To facilitate the study of the 
striped bass, the Fish and Game 
Division has a specially equipped 
fishing boat, named “The Striper.” 
The 28-foot craft is unique in the 
field of fish conservation. It's salient 
feature is a huge, power-driven 
drum in the open cockpit. This big 
winch hauls in, or lays out. a 1200- 
foot long, 30-foot-deep drift net as 
easily as the ordinary fishing boat 
winch brings In a handline. 
For the past three years the divi- 
■ion has been tagging the stripers to 
determine growtji rates, times and 
routes of migration and—most 'im­ 
portant of all—the rate of catch in 
relation to annual production. 
IN HUGE AREA 
Living in both fresh and salt 
water, the stripers swing annually 
over a huge area from the Pacific 
ocean through the San Francisco 
and Bulsun Bays, the hundreds of 
miles of the San Joaquin Delta wat­ 
erways and the San Joaquin and 
Sacramento river systerns:. 
The spawning grounds are gener­ 
ally in the Delta and the lower 
reaches of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers. 
But little has been learned of the 
annual production through that vast 
area. Whether the 2,000,000 bass 
taken annually—an average pound­ 
age of 8,000.000 pounds of fish—is 
too little or too great, or the cause 
of fluctuations in apparent striper 
population from year to year is un­ 
known. Answers so far have been 
guesses. 
Under the tagging program, su­ 
pervised by District Biologist Alex 
J. Calhoun, it is hoped to supply 
those answers. Old methods of hand 
pulled nets and hook and line were 
too slow and far too costly. The 
thousands of tagged fish needed to 
give a good working percentage cost 
far beyond the means of the Fish 
and Game Division. 
So the Striper was developed with 
its oversize drum, winch. On, the 
specialized craft a biologist and two 
men are able to handle the nets, 
run the boat and make the necessary 
notations on the fish tagged and re­ 
leased.

19 Japanese Soldiers 
Return To Native Land 


All seemed healthy, tanned to a 
dark brown, except one man who 
' leaned on the shoulder of another. 


Questioned on their feelings about 
reaching Japan, they replied ‘'hap­ 
py.’* A soft flame kindled in their 
eyes as they answered. Then they 
turned away and lapsed into silence, 
as if afraid to talk. 


All attempts at conversation were 
brushed 
aside. 
They 
muttered 
something incomprehensible, point­ 
ed to one member of the group and 
seemed waiting for orders, as they 
had done all their long years on 
Anatahan. 
Lt. Cmdr. W. J. Hagerty from 
Fresno, attached to the staff of 
naval forces in the Marianas, had 
accepted the surrender of the group. 
He flew here with them. 
Be said they were skeptical about 
boarding the surrender ship. 
Hagerty said two machine guns 
which the men had were left on the 
island. 
However, 
the 
Japanese 
brought two rifles, well greased and 
wrapped 
carefully 
in 
parachute 
cloth. 
They had around 40 rounds of 
rifle ammunition left when they 
surrendered. 
The men will spend the night in 
Yokohama in a repatriation dor­ 
mitory and will be released in the 
morning. 
A number of relatives were at the 
airport, some crying and some smil­ 
ing. Their frantic attempts to at-1 
tract the notice of those in the 
Rip Van Winkle group failed to 
bring the Japanese soldiers out of 
their daze.

TOKYO 
Marine transport 
plane today catapulted 19 bewilder­ 
ed, Rip Van Winkle Japanese sol­ 
diers from the middle of the Pacific 
into post-war Japan. 
Last Saturday they surrendered 
to the U. 8, Navy. They had held 
out on tiny Anathan Island in the 
Marianas for nearly six years after 
the war ended. 
They had insist­ 
ed the war was still going on. 
A six and a half hour trip from 
Guam brought the Japanese sol­ 
diers to Haneda 
airport 
outside 
Tokyo. 
A battery of scrambling camera­ 
men gave the 19 men a hectic wel­ 
come. In glum silence they stared 
at flashing light bulbs and grind­ 
ing cameras. 
All but two had their hair close- 
cropped, in the style of the old 
Japanese imperial army. They wore 
United States Army boots and kha­ 
ki trousers. 
They wore Hawaiian aloha shirts, 
ranging in hue from pure white to 
bright blue and yellow, tucked into 
their trousers. 
Each man carried a large hand- 
woven net bag. Through the net­ 
ting peeked rectanglar boxes of dur­ 
aluminum, presumably from a B-29 
shot down on the island. 
One of them, a white-haired man, 
spoke in a broken voice into a mi­ 
crophone and told of their lives on 
the island. 
The others huddled together in 
sheep-like silence. 
They seemed 
still constricted between the free­ 
dom of civilian life and the ingrain­ 
ed discipline of army life.

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YOUR HEALTH 


Now There's A Better Future 
For Children With Diabetes 
Ry HERMAN W. RUNDESEN, M.D. 
In former decades, the discovery 
of diabetes in a child was the equiv­ 
alent of a death warrant. The child 
might live a few years, but it was 
scarcely to be expected that it could 
survive beyond childhood. 
'Today, our newer methods of 
treatment, the discovery of insulin, 
and our better understanding of the 
care of such children has changed 
all that, and a better future for 
them is assured. This is true, how­ 
ever, only where they are carefully 
observed and guarded against the 
hazards inherent in their condition. 
OTHER CONDITIONS 
Such youngsters, for instance, 
are very susceptible to tuberculosis. 
They also tend to develop kidney 
disease, as well as heart conditions. 
Then, too, there is the ever-present 
threat of diabetic coma, though this 
has been greatly reduced through 
the use of insulin. 
These things are clearly shown in 
a recent study of 2873 children who 
developed diabetes before the age 
of 15. Of these, 472 died, with tuber­ 
culosis and coma accounting for 20 
per cent of the fatalities, and heart 
and kidney disease for almost 60 
per cent. 
DEATH DATE REDUCED 
Before the era of insulin, the 
death rate from diabetic coma was 
86 per cent. In 1944, deaths from this 
cause dropped to only 10 per cent, 
and 'today the rate is being reduced 
still further. 


SUMMER STYLE STORY 


Deaths of diabetic children from 
tuberculosis could 'be cut materially 
by yearly chest X-rays, which would 
make possible its early discovery 
and treatment. 
It is very probable that most cases 
of heart disease among diabetic 
children can be traced back to a 
kidney condition. When this is al­ 
lowed to persist, it will always have 
a bad effect on the heart, but, if 
discovered and treated early, it is 
likely that the heart disease may 
never develop. 
ROUTINE EXAMINATION 
Kidney disease in these youngsters 
'begins, as a rule, with an increase 
in blood pressure and the presence 
of albumin in the urine, both of 
which could be detected in routine 
examination if more attention were 
given to the fact that the diabetic 
child tends to develop kidney dis­ 
ease.Much research is now being car­ 
ried out on methods to treat kidney 
disease in such children. If and 
when a cure is found, the last great 
obstacle that prevents diabetic chil­ 
dren from living a normal life, with 
a full life expectancy, will be over­ 
come.

Picnic Plans Made 


Q. Why don’t the public schools 
teach every child the danger in­ 
volved in using narcotics? I should 
think it would be a simple matter 
to stamp out the use of drugs by 
warning youth against them. 
A. Every school I know does 
teach children the evils of narcotics. 
The subject is studied In science 
classes, health classes and social 
problems classes. And nearly all 
youngsters learn the lesson. 
Those who don’t are the tough 
youngsters already on the fringe of 
delinquency. They are the young 
rebels who must try out everything. 
They're the same young people who 
experiment with drunkenness, pro­ 
stitution, and crimes of all varieties. 
They need something more than les­ 
sons taught in school. 
SLEEPING CAPSULES 
Q. I haven’t seen anything in the 
paper lately about the use of sleep­ 
ing capsules by teen-agers. Are they 
a problem? Are they related to nar­ 
cotic addiction? 
A. Numerically the illegitimate 
use of sleeping capsules by teen­ 
agers is a very much greater prob­ 
lem than the use of narcotics. Sev­ 
eral hundred tim.es as many teen­ 
agers play around with the capsules 
as do with narcotics. They obtain 
the capsules from their folks, from 
the drug store, or by theft and 


smuggling. They use them with al­ 
cohol, or with narcotics, or by them­ 
selves. 
The illegitimate use of sleeping 
capsules seems to me to be grow­ 
ing much faster than the use of 
narcotics. This should be a matter 
of concern for a great many par­ 
ents.

Marin Soil Called 
Ideal For Fuchsia 


Marin Is ideal for growing fuch­ 
sias, according to Mrs. D. A. Coutts, 
plant custodian of Marin branch of 
the American Fuchsia Society and 
chairman of the society’s prise* win­ 
ning exhibit at the current Marin 
Art and Garden Fair In Ross. 
Fuchsia culture is not difficult, 
members of the society say. They 
like shade but at the same time, 
light and moist atmosphere. Good 
drainage is an absolute requirement, 
whether in pots or open, garden 
planting. 
Soil should be rich in humus, to 
hold moisture and also allow the 
drainage away of excess water. A 
good formula is equal parts of leaf 
mold, garden loam, cow manure, j 
with half part made up of sharp 
sand. 
Fuchsias are started easily from, 
cuttings. When rooted they should 
be transplanted into 2-inch pots and 
should 'be. kept growing vigorously.; 
When tips of the roots show against 
the edge of the pot, it is time to 


move to a larger pot or open garden, 
Mrs. Coutts advises. Fuchsias are 
thirsty plants and enjoy an over­ 
head spray of water several times 
a day if weather is warm. Root 
watering should not be neglected. 
'The plants lend themselves to 
many forms, as may be seen in the 
sylvan shady exhibit made up of 
specimens grown by members of the 
society. Trailing, hanging baskets, 
sail bush plants, tall standards — 
some grow 10 feet high and if given 
support w ill climb to the roof—may 
be seen in the exhibit.

Save Hours Of Back-Break

Many an arm-weary home gar­ 
dener has pondered the recurrent 
necessity of cultivating up and down 
and around his cherkhed plants. 
The reason is, of course, much more 
simple than the solution. 
The destruction of weeds is the 
principal object of cultivating, al­ 
though there are other benefits, 
such as keeping the soil friable, and 
aiding in soil aeration, 
Weeds cause injury in the vege­ 
table garden in numerous ways. 


Florida Establishes 
Teachers' Day 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla.

Is the first state in the nation to 
set aside a special day for school 
teachers. 
Gov. Fuller Warren proclaimed 
Mart* 30 as annual Florida Teach­ 
ers’ Day to honor the state’s 20,000 
teachers. 
Declaring that “their remunera­ 
tion has not always been commen­ 
surate with the excellence of the 
services they render,” Warren urged 
citizens to dedicate a portion of each 
March 30 to “reflective appreciation 
of the unselfish services of the 
teachers.” 


They share the crops, as they are 
faster growing; they steal nourish­ 
ment and rob" moisture from the soil. 
They are also unsightly. 
The best time to destroy weeds is 
just after they put in an. appear­ 
ance. At that time less work with a 
hoe will produce more results, as il­ 
lustrated in the accompanying G ar­ 
den Graph. 
Early in the season one can culti­ 
vate deep and fairly close to a plant. 
Later, as the roots grow\ cultivation 
should be shallow and further back, 
as illustrated. 
Vegetable crops should not be cul­ 
tivated deeply because of danger to 
the roots that grow near the sur­ 
face. 
Weeds that take root again readily 
after hoeing or pulling should be 
carried out of the garden. 
The garden should be cultivated 
as soon as the soil is dry enough 
after each rain or irrigation and as 
often in addition as is necessary to 
keep .the weeds down. 
However, there is no proved bene­ 
fit from stirring an already culti­ 
vated soil that is free of weeds. 
Care should be taken to avoid 
trampling and packing the soil so 
far as practicable. Mulching between 
the rows with straw, dried lawn 
clippings, leaves, or similar m aterial1 
will help to conserve moisture and 
keep down weeds.

Expert Gives Tips On How 
To Get Perennials Started 


By ALBERT WILSON 


Today we discuss perennials, and 
I have the rare privilege of dis­ 
cussing them by quoting from my 
book How Does Your Garden Grow? 
One purpose in preparing the book 
was to provide factual information 
on proper methods in California 
gardening to help especially new­ 
comers who are establishing homes 
in Santa Cruz, Palo Alto, Hayward, 
Redwood City, and other bay region 
cities, including Marin. 
Now back to perennials. “This is 
the season to plant seeds of peren- j 
nials. Having decided to grow your ; 
own, what is the preparation of the j 
seed-bed.? First get a handy place 
to work. 
Next, soil. W hat kind is best to 
start perennial seeds in? Loose .soil 
is best and you can mix it yourself. 
All you need is to sift the soil 
when it’s dry or slightly moist 
through a screen mesh five-eighths 
or one-half inch, because you want 
the particles thoroughly loosened. 
To make the soil friable add to it 
equal parts of leaf mold and sand. 
Mix no manure nor peat with this 
preparation. 
“How do you sow perennial seeds? 
Sowing seeds in summer is different 
from sowing them in the cool spring 
time. Now you can proceed by filling

the flat or p it with, the proper soil, 
mixture that you have prepared. 


Firm the soil with a brick or 
wooden, tool. Press the soil down to 
lower the level from one-half to 
three-quarters of an inch belcwf the 
rim. Sprinkle the soil until It is. sat­ 
urated. Do this before you scatter 
the seed. 


“After scattering the seeds over 
the flat you cover them lightly with 
dry soil. The coarseness or fineness 
of this covering will be determined 
by the size of the seeds. In general 
you. cover seeds to a depth equal, 
to two or three times their diameter. 


With the finer seeds it is often 
fatal, to more than, barely cover 
them. Many times very fine seeds 
are merely pressed in and not cov­ 
ered at all. 


“Next cover the seed flat, espec­ 
ially if warm weather prevails. Use 
a sack, covering the flat completely.! 
As soon as you see the seedlings 
have actually pushed through the 
ground the sack covering should be 
removed. 


“After the seeds have begun to 
sprout it is no longer darkness but 
light they want, Bring the f lf ^ ju t 
of the garage or basement where 
you started them. Cover your flat 
now with cheesecloth or muslin, or 
use a lath frame to protect them,,. 


“When seedlings have developed 
their second pair of leaves you may 
transplant them. Carefully loosen, 
the soil they are growing in so that 


I it falls away from, the roots. This 
permits you to pick up the indi- 
i vidual seedlings, 
“In a new flat, prepared also with 
I light loose soil, punch holes. Use a 
I blunt-pointed dibble. Then place the 
j roots of your seedlings. Line them, 
j up, seven in the row one way, eleven 
in the row the other way. Water 
j them in. In a. few weeks your seed­ 
lings will be ready to set out in their 
permanent places.” 


Chigger Detector Is 
Described By U.S.D.A. 
WASHINGTON MV-'When chig- 
gers cause th at itching sensation 
after you come, in from a jaunt 
around your neighborhood, you may 
wonder where you picked them up. 
Entomologists of the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture suggest a sim­ 
ple detecting device for such emer­ 
gencies. To locate a chigger-infested 
spot they advise placing a piece 
of black cardboard edgewise on the 
ground where chiggers are suspect­ 
ed. If you can see small yellowish 
or pinkish mites moving over the 
cardboard and accumulating on the 
upper edge, you’ve hit home.

insecticides 
have 
proven better than sulphur for con­ 
trolling the pests. They are chlor- 
dane, toxaphene and lindane, the 
department states.

Rural Traffic Has 
Increased Rate Of 
Mishaps In State 


SACRAMENTO ÍU.RÍ — Reportable 
rural traffic accidents increased 11.6 
per cent in May over May of 1950, 
the California Highway Patrol said. 
For the same period, the Division 
of Highways reported a 10.4 per cent 
increase in traffic volume. 
There were 7,222 reportable acci­ 
dents during May, compared to 1,991 
last year. A total of 192 persons were 
killed and 3,435 injured thfs May, 
while during the same month last 
year 144 persons were killed and 
3,199 were injured. 
For the first five months of 1951, 
there was a 26.39 per cent increase 
in persons killed in rural accidents; 
881 as compared with 697 last year. 
A total of 16,503 were injured during 
the first five months of 1951 com­ 
pared with 14,434 last year.

San Rafael 
Blood Bank 
Next Week 


The next blood bank to procure 
blood for the armed forces will be 
held in San Rafael on Thursday, 
July 12, at the American Legion hall 
Appointments to give blood be­ 
tween noon and 6:30 p.m. may be 
made by calling the Red Cross. 
The Red Cross will continue to 
sponsor local blood banks in Marin 
county, even though hostilities in 
Korea may be concluded. 
“Thousands of our wounded will 
require blood transfusions for the 
long series of surgical operations 
ahead of them, punctuating their 
tedious climb back to health In our 
military hospitals,” said Mrs. Don­ 
ald Chapman, temporary Red Cross 
blood procurement chairman. 
“The Red Cross is also pledged to 
procure blood for stock-piling by the 
armed forces, a nationwide program 
only begun, when the Korean War 
broke out. We went Into that with 
almost no blood supplies at all, and 
we have used it up as fast as it was 
donated ever since,” Mrs. Chapman 
explained. 
Blood for military stockpiling Is 
made into irradiated dried plasma 
which can be stored indefinitely. It 
takes two and one-half pints of 
whole blood to make one pint of 
plasma. 
“Should a conflict break out at 
some other point, it is essential that 
our men doing the fighting know 
that blood supplies are on hand in 
sufficient quantity” Mrs. Chapman 
said. 
Eight appointments have already 
been made by members of Tamal 
Tribe No. 288, of the Redmen for 
the July 12 blood bank.

Manager Hails 
Social Security 
Liberalization 
The new social security law gives 
protection to the families of hun­ 
dreds of workers in this area because 
of greatly liberalized qualifying re­ 
quirements, according to George A. 
Burkhead, manager of the Santa 
Rosa social security office which 
serves Marin county. 
Burkhead explained that the work 
requirements have been lowered so 
that anyone who died on or after 
September 1, 1950, and before July 
1954, will be insured if he has worked 
roughly only a year and one-half 
under Social Security. The work 
could have been done at anytime 
since January 1, 1937. 
The new law does not affect the 
insured standing of persons who 
died before September 1950, unless 
the deceased was a veteran, Burk­ 
head cautioned. Persons who died 
before September, 1950, would have 
had to meet the qualifying require­ 
ments of the law in effect at the 
time of their death before payment 
could be made to survivors. 
The exception made In veterana 
cases is that the veteran Is given 
credit for earnings of $160 a month 
on his social security account for 
each month that he was In service 
during World War II. 
Survivors of persons who have 
died on or after September 1, 1950, 
and who had a social security num­ 
ber, or who had ever worked on jobs 
covered by social security should 
call or write the Social Security of­ 
fice at 313 Rosenberg building, Santa 
Rosa.
